Their affairs are in their 
own huide, »nd the cine go-Ternmeiit will he 
juat what they chooatt to make it. The re- 
eHtabliahment of the corporation ia not an ex- 
periment, for good or for eTil municipal initi- 
tuLiou mint remein psririknently. WhateTer 
teaporary eyils or infooyerI■ 
ripe to most be mat arid 
cannot any longer be shirked. The progress 
of the colonj, uid the furm of Oorernrnent now 
established, render it impossible to do without 
local eeif-goT^rnment — nut In the citj alone hut 
In the country. Cornorntioni and District 
Councils must be brought into existencCi and 
be maintained. Lt tests with the people ihem- 
selyes lo determine whether they ehal] prove a 
blessing or a curse. They nay result b liieeti- 
rnslile benefit, and they may degenerate into 
Tints of corruption and jobbery of which all 
good men will he aahsmeil. KTcry thing de- 
pends upon the honesty ind public spirit that it 
infuicd into them. 

Because municipal institution! are good in 
theory, it by no meeds folios™ that they should 
be good in practice. Etperience hu demon, 
itmed* the conLrary. In despotic countries the 
character of the people hu but little effect upon 
the course of OoyornrnenU The character ol 
the despot is everything. But where a demo- 
cretic polity prevails— where the people hold 
the aoTcreign power themselyee, Lhete tho gene- 
ral tone of public spirit, and the general standard 
of political morals is all -import ant. The ilreim 
cannot rise higher than the fountain. Political 
institutions can never yield more than 
whit those who lire under them 
are worthy to receive or are capable of educing. 
The most theoretically perfect form of Govern- 
ment that the ingenuity of man could devjae 
would be a failure in the hande of men without 
patriotism, without love of liberty, without res- 
pect foi law, without self-restraint ; while, on th* 
other hand, the moat incongrooui and patch- 
work Constitution will become the Bourse and 
safeguard of freedom to a Self-reliant, sturdy, 
and vigilant people. In this respect it le true 
that " lhat which is best administered is beet" 
Forme of Govern mem ire not unimportant, but 
they are, after all, only of secondary importance. 
The spirit which animate! the people is of far 
higher interest. For this reason we are anxious 
to see the citizens bestir themselves, and accept 
fully the responsibilities which local self-^otern- 
ment imposes upon them, Leavine; others to 
natter them, we think it more important to 
remind them of their obligation!. If the second 
Sydney Corporation become* as great a disgrace 
and nuisance ai ihe tint, it will not be the fault 
of tho Act but of the citiion. who worked the 
Act. The Act may be more or less im- 
perfect, but its working will be good or evil 
id proportion as those whom it ia 
intended to bunefil, accept, or ihirk the duties 
it involves. No le K islati»o tat. counteract the 
evil tendencies of Indolence and a want of pub- 
lic spirit. 

There is no lack of executive and administra- 
tive ability in the colony of the sort necessary 
for the management of local aJfsics. Nf unicipai 
tnatituti'jns will not fail from this cause. The 
danger doet not lie on this side. The eril to he 
apprehended is negligence and inaction on tbe 
part of those whole co-operation is most requi- 
site. Some there are who will he eager enough, 
but tbey form precisely the dais 
which it ii most desirable to keep in Ihe back 
ground. Self-peeking and impudent men, 
voluble in protestations of patriotism, and of un- 
blushing effrontery, arc sure to push forward to 
grasp at the emoluments of office, and to benefit 
themaelvea by those indirect means which the 
influence of official position plecea'Lh. their 
handa, If this class monopolises the prize, the 
character of the local administration te de- 
stroyed. There is always a danger that it will 
fall into such hinds ; and it certainly will 
leas others , more worthy, compete for it. 
The progress of degeneracy is very 
rapid when it. once commences. When 
the reputation of municipal situations 
ia disparaged, men of character consider them- 
selves justified in etandme; aloof. They decline 
to sacrifice their own credit in order to restore 
that of a faded institution, and abstain, from 
mixing themselves up with an association on 
which they could confer hut little lustre, and 
which would be much more likely lo tarnish 
their fame. The danger is greater, perhaps, 
in populous cities than in country district*. 
There ia more room for cliques, and a greater 
abundance of needy and unattached adventurers 
than in rural localities. In America, municipal in- 
stitutions have a utTered severely from being alio wed 
to fall into the hands of those who made a 
living by seizing them. In New York and New 
Orleans complaint! have been long and loud, 
while in 9an Francisco the evil reached such a 
height as to provoke insurrection in order to 
shake it oft"- Similar tendencies have not been 
altogether invisible in Australia. Where men 
are too busy making money to discharge their 
duties as ciliisent, those duties are usurped by 
others, and sooner or later a heavy penalty has 
to be paid fur the neglect. There can be 
no privileges without enrreaponding obligations, 
end any attempt to grasp the farmer irithont 
incurring tbe latter must be a failure, and a costly 
failure too. 

We only add in conclusion, that the New 
Corporation Act comes into force on the second 
of April next, that is in little more than a week 
from this date ; from which time forth the com- 
fort end credit of the civic arrangements will 
depend on the citiisns and on them (lone. The 
first elections will give a character to the new 
era, and go far to determine the reputation of 
th* restored system. Those who wish to see it

ENGLISH AND 
EUROPEAN NEWS 

TO ISrr. JANUARY. 



B» the Oovernor-Gener.1, Captain Watts, we 
have London papers to the above date. The 
Columbia, steam mail-ship, arrived in Hobaon's 
Bay about two hours prajviotii to the Governor. 
General Bailing. We have not received our 
regular ilea of paper* or the letters of our cor- 
respondent* ; but from Melbourne papers, con- 
taining news to the BGth December, by the 
Gleoroy and India, and from a few London 
papers to the 13th of January, we are enabled 
to compile the following intelligence:—

Rt'KOVRH OF WAS. 
The tidings which we send to onr far off 
readers, at thin social season, are not tidings of 
peaee. There is little progress to report, and 
that progress is not of a very healthy character. 
There baa not bean much political diacuiaion 
during the fortnight. The new Conferences 
have not assembled at Paiis, and it is not stated 
when they are to assemble. There has been 
some talk of diffi qui ties obstructing the arrange- 
ment of States unwilling to take part in new 
congress*!, and diSeroncesof opinion regarding; 
nointa ef procedure and the real questions to be 
discussed. But the last accounts speak of thu 
removal of all threatening obstructions, aod it 
is said that ere long the representatives of the 
several Slatea will be deep in the diaciteaton of 
the Holgrad and lale of Serpents questions, and 
the interpretation of the treaty of Pnria. The 
general opinion now inclines towards the belief 
that a satisfactory solution of all pending diffi- 
culties will be found, and that our peaceful re- 
lations with tho Caar will be re-ealablished— at 
all events, for the present. 

But, in the meantime, there are rumours of 
wire in another quarter. The Neufctintel 
question Is not settled, nor, apparently, 
> it likely to be settled. Prussia is 
arguing for a war of coercion, and the Swilzsr 
stands in hi* old characteristic attitude of calm 
reeotution. It ia aaid that the Prussian army 
i* to be ready by the commencement of the new 
year to march upon the S wiss frontier : and (hit 
announcement i. coupled with details of the 
orgeniialion of the rtir/ii d'armcc which looks 
very much like earnest. France refuses to io- 
fere, giving a lomewhat jesuilical eiplanalion 
of her course of conduct ; but it is still to be 
hoped that somelJhing may yet happen to pre- 
vent a crisis which no lover of freedom Can con- 
template otherwise than with serieus concern. 
On the issue of such a war public writer* ire of 
course eagerly speculating, but there would 
seem to be Little room for speculation. The 
Swiss would fight on their own ground, and 
without the necemry detericratbn both of the 
phyiiyitr and morale of their army, which 
reaults from a long land march. But, 
on the other hand, they have not the 
military resource! of the Prussian kingdom, and 
could hardly keep up with continued success 
a tuBtained conflict with the invaders. 

In another column will ba found details of 
tbe attempted aaaasaiqation of the Kins; of 
Naples, which we briefly announced in our fait. 
The assassin, a CaUbrian soldier, named Mi- 
tano, has Ken executed. It -does not appear 
that (he attempt originated in a conspiracy, or 
had any political significance. Some ol the 
more violent political journals express eome 
mortification at the thought of the feUcitations 
Which have been showered upon ths escaped 
monarch— as though to rejoice in the miscar- 
riage of so foul an attempt were incompatible 
with a genuine love of liberty. There are not, 
happily, among ua many politician! of th* typo 
of Hr. Savage Lander, who, by the way, is 
bound to aend the £9o which he reserved as a 
reward for tbe first regicide, to the family of 
the unhappy wretch who was hanged the other 
diy at Naples. It is stated that the Emperor of 
France and the Queen of England have sent 
messages of congratulation to King iiomba. 
We know not whether there be entire truth in the 
story ; but, although our diplomatic relations 
with the court of Naples' are broken off. we can 
see no good reason why one crowned head 
ahould not rejoice in the etcape of another, and 
privately express satisfaction at the failure of so 
abominable an attempt. The worst part of the 
is. that it is believed tint since this

BRTTI8H POLITICS. 
The domestic politic* of the fortnight afford 
few topics of interest. As th* period for tbe re- 
■jaembling of Parliament approaches, there are 
necessarily many teports reapecting the tactics 
both nf Government and the Opposition, but 
none that are entitled lo much consideration. 
A good deal ot agitation has sprung up of late 
respecting the repeal of the double income-tax, 
which people, very naturally, have grown, tired of 
paying. Ministers will not be able to maintain 
it for another year, after April next, without 
considerable opposition. The ticket-oMeave 
system ia eure to come under ditct»aion at an 
early period, but not as a parly question. And 
it is aiid that the first serious onslaught upon tbe 
Ministry will lake the shape of a review of their 
foreign policy. Lord Lyndhurat— that stalwart 
veteran, over whom years pgs.i so lightly— is 

Sioken of as the leader of this opening attack, 
ther political rumors point to probable as- 
sault* from the Pcelite party j but theie taem to 
hack all colour of probability. It is far more 
probable that the ensuing aeision will see a large 
infusion of this element in the ministerial body. 
The appointment of Mr. HLuait Wortley to the 
Solicitor- CJenerrJ .Jiip gives support to this 
notion. Indian affaire are likely to occupy no 
litue of tho time of the lfgi*l»tnr*, but with no 
particular result. 

Among tbe social measures which have been 
discussed during the fortnight is one for the re- 
naming of the streets of London, which ia under 
con side ration, but scarcely with much hope of 
any general scheme being eliminated which will 
contribute much to our public convenience. 
Doubtless, many mistakes arise from the 
multiplicity of streets of the same name ; 
bat a general re- christening would came 'till 
greater confusion — at all evrnts for a time. The 
names selected, chiefly from the Biographical 
Dictionary, arc said not to exhibit mucb j udg- 
meut in the ae-lection,— but every one t! sure to 
•ay this if his own name ia not in the list.

bodied men of 40 year* of age, who have served 
in the active army or in the first ban ; its starT 
is not permiMnt. and it is tbia body which in 
war time famishes the garrisons is fortified 
places. 

The hopea to which the telegraphic new* 
from Frankfort gave rise on the evening of 
the 21th, just before I closed my 
letter, of an approach to aomething like an 
arrangement between the King of Prtiaaia and 
the Swiss Confederation have heen cruahed iu 
the bud by the reault of the inquiries I hive 
made to-day. No diplomatic mediation, no 
overture, no deputation, nothing of tbe kind is 
known of or eipected here; the matter remains 
as it did in the early part of last week, when 
Herr Von Sydow was instructed to break off all 
diplomatic relations with the Federal Oovern- 



The present situation, ss between the King of 
Prussia and the Swiss Confedaration, may be 
defined thus : — Alt diplomatic relatione having 
been broken off between them, no direct com- 
munieation can be made on either side, nor doe* 
there appear to be any intention on either side 
of making any, Prussia ii ready to idmit the 
mediation of any power who may undertake the 
office, either at Switzerland's reouest or olhar- 
wiie, but the indispensable condition of all ne- 
gotiation* with that Government remain* still— 
tho liberation of the prisoners previous to trial. 

KLNO HCIKiIA IN TlIFFlCULTfES. 

A diapatch recoivsd at Peris, from Naples, 
mentions that an explosion of the powder maga- 
zine near the King's palace had taken place, 
which was tbe result of a plot. 

A lettar from Naples in the Siielt, aaya : — 

"The aoldier who attempted to kill the king 
was a Calebrien, and had studied in a college 
for prieats. It appear* that so far back as 1 81H 
he reeolved to kill the king, In conatquence or 
tbe sufferings which Calabria endured, and of 
the wrongs done to the man's own family. 
To effect his purpose be abandoned his religious 
career, and ten months ago enlisted in the army, 
Tbe king was saved by the resistance of a coat 
of mail (tma magtia di ftrra), which he always 
weara. Th* shock waa » violent that it caused 
the aoldier to Tall backwards, but he immediately 
jumped up to recover hi* weapon ; it was then 
lhat he was seized." 

Tbe soldier who attempted to aasa*Hinate the 
king waa hanged on the 12th December. 

CONFLAGRATION IN COrBNKAGSN. 

A diapatch from Hamburgh, dated December 
21th. is to the following effect :— 

"Tho city of Copenhagen was vieited by a 
very extensive conflagration on the night of the 
2Dth iuttant, originating in the manufactory for 
the preparation of chicory, aitnate in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the Exchange. Tt extended to 
aeveral contiguous Tjulldlnga,and even threatened 
tho safety of same Government offices and the 
palace of Chrijtiaaaborg, Several large store* 
of goods and an extensive porcelain warehouse 
hare been completely destroyed."

Leopold Redpath, the late chief registrar of 
the Great Northern Railway, William Charle* 
Comyna Kent, clerk, and Thomas Hogben, also 
a clerk in the regisLralion department, who was 
apprehended and brought before Mr. Tyrwhitt 
after ths examination and remand of Redpath 
and Kent on Friday last, where placed at the 
bar *t two o'clock on the 2 1th inatant, hefore 
Mr. Tyrwbitt, for further examination on Ihe 
various chargea of fraud and forgery preferred 
against them, Hogben being charged aa an 
attesting witness to a forged tranefer of £1000

the same as before. 

Mr. Giffard, instructed by Mr. Humphreys, 
attended for the prosecution ; Mr. Hawkins, in- 
structed by Mr. Dodd, for Kent ; Mr. Wontoer 
for Kedpath ; and Mr. Sleigh for Hogben. Fur- 
ther evidence having been advanced, frIr.Giffird 
closed Ihe case for the prosecution. 

Mr. Sleigh then addressed the magistrate for 
the prisoner Hogben, and said he was surprised 
that, with such materials — materials not elicited 
by evidence, but given in the moat fme and un- 
qualified manner by ths defendant himself— he 
should have been brought te this court, and eub- 
jected to all (he indignities and an Incarceration 
in a felon's cell for the whole night. When 
asked by Mr. Mowatt if the signature to the 
transfer was hi*, he, in the most free 
and voluntary manner aaid it was, 
when, if he wtt guilty, the esaiett 
thing for him would have been to throw the 
burden of proof on tbe prosecution.

The public have bean taken somewhat by 
surprise by the detail* given in Ihe Bankruptcy 
Court relative to the enormous speculative trant- 
acttoosin which Leopold Redpath wu engaged. 
Between May and November the amount of hi* 
account floating in the market appeared to have 
varied from £70,000 to £131 ,000. Transaction, 
to the extentof £o0,000inQre»i Northern Stock 
and £40,000 in Coruoli are mentioned. Making 
every allowance for the position of Stock Bx- 
ehange brokers, we cannot help thinking that 
Ihe system of thus extending facilities for ei- 
ces.ivs speculation to the clerk* of public com- 
panies and other employ* 1 , ia s serious evil. As 
a mete cleric of tbe Ore»t Northern Railway 
Company, this unhippy man ought not to have 
been able to find respectable members of the 3 look 
Exchange willing to conduct for him speculation* 
to thi* reckless extent. There ire many firms of 
standing connected with th* Stock Exchange 
Who would have refused altogether to act for 
Redpath, for the simple and sufficient reason 
that his ostensible means, a* indicated by fai* 
position, did not warrant large speculative Irani- 
actions. In the iotere.t of the community, we 
hone that the oornmitU, of the Stock Exchange 
will at once interfere to check the facUitw* 
given by the members of that body to men in 
similar positions ; for th* system, if persevered 
in, can only lead to fresh discredit, and may 
even prove in some degree accessory to further 
frauds upon the public.
